MARINE ADVANCE 


Marines, moving under the 
cover of artillery fire and 
bombs, battled furiously to 
within a mile and a half of tha 
centre of Scoul.

Another had advanced more 
than flve miles into the city be- 
fore it was stymicd by ferce 
resistance. i 

Reinforcements ~ were flown 
info the Inchon-Seoul beachhead 
from the United States, Ele- 
ments of the 11th Airborne 
Division arrived at Inchon alr- 
port, west of Scoul, and were 
rushed from the field to pre- 
pare to join the Marines attack- 
ing Seoul and the United States 
Seventh Divislon moving down 
the west coast.

Atom bombing. and large- 
seule ordinary bombing are 
both immoral, if the suffer- 
ing inflicted is out of tho 
military udvantage, says 
Professor R. KE. Peierls, 
of Birmingham University, 
President of the Atomic 
Scientists” Association, in 
the Atomic Scientists News. 


He declares: ‘The use of any 
weapon in war may be im- 
moril jf it causes more sulfering. 
than is absolutely necessary, Wo 
would =regerd =the use of a 
machine-gun as immeral apalust 
an unarmed population,
